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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter

prior art taught or suggested a display comprising: a polarization rotator being operable 
so that in a first display mode, light scattered by the scatterer is used to present a two- 
dimensional image; and in a second display mode, relatively unscattered light is used to 
present a three-dimensional image.
